O n and after September I, 1943, we vre under strict delivery regulations, imposed by 
O PA , for the purpose of insuring an equitable supply of coal. 


W e must give preference to customers having one-fourth or less of their winter s sup­ 
p ly ; after that, to those having less than one-half. W e cannot deliver to those having one- 
half or more until their supply drops below that figure, and then only one delivery, so that the 
total on hand shall not exceed three-quarters. 


If you have duplicate orders with other dealers, we may not make any deliveries to you 
at all, unless this has been your regular practice in the past, and if the total of all such orders 
does not exceed one-half year’s supply. Hence, it will be desirable for you to cancel all such 
duplicate orders. 


If you are buying coal from us for the first time, or have recently converted from oil, or 
are occupying new premises, please give us the facts, so that we may be able to help you. lf 
your regular dealer has quit business, please tell us that. If you have converted from oil, and 
have your coal, tell your dealer. 


I he percentage of deliveries in every area will be increased by O P A as soon as the pres­ 
ent emergency is relieved; your co-operation will be a patriotic service, and will assure fair 
treatment for every user of anthracite.
